Coast Life Saving Service, and Captain 
Dorr hastened to Niagara by a special 
train, carrying with him two metallic life- 
boats, and plans to save the man were 
concerti d. lint before the arrangements 
were completed the news had been spread 
abroad, and many thousand people bad 
reached the falls by special trains. 


The lirst attempt at rescue was tiy 


means of a large Francis metallic life- 
boat attached to a cable which was slacked 
off from a bridge opposite the log and 
guided hy side ropes. The boat had not 
got far from the bridge when the fierce 
rapids seized it, turned it round and 
round, and appeared to be endeavoring to 
crush in its sides. 
The small cable 


snapped like a whip cord, and the poor 
fellow \\lio had been waiting the effort 
made for his rescue, saw the boat whirled 
past him and carried over the falls, as if 
in mockery of his would-be rescuers. 
Considerable time was then used in de- 
liberating on a new plan, and it was pro- 
posed to fasten a cable to some building 
on the American side, to carry it over to 
the island until it would sag near the log, 
and then to rescue the man by means of a 
basket lot down by rings, and to be let 
down and pulled in by similar ropes. The 
materials for this experiment could not be 
procured, so at last it was decided to send 
down a strongly constructed raft in tho 
same manner as the life-boat had been 
launched, and if it reached the man in 
safety, to ease it over toward the small 
island, from whence his rescue would be 
comparatively easy. The raft was built, 
but it vas four o'clock in the afternoon 
before all was ready. The day had passed 
without the flight of time being noticed. 


The excitement was intense. Men and 


women, who had stood for hours without 
food, were painfully agitated. The raft 
moved, it bravely withstood the wild as- 
saults of the angry rapids. It ncared the 
log. 
The man stood up and waved bis 


arms. The raft came within reach and 
he got on to it, ate the food, drank a small 
quantity of weak brandy and water that 
had been put aboard, and fastened him- 
self to the lashings which had been pre- 
pared, and the intent of which he under- 
stood.

HABITS OF THE SEA-COW. 


The manatee, or sea-cow, is the most 


widely diffused of the sirenians, and, be 
ing American, has the first claim to con- 
sideration. 
Its various species are found 


along the coasts and in the rivers and in- 
land lakes of tropical America ; the length 
of the entire opposite coast of Africa, 
around the Cape ; and as far north up the 
Mozambique coast as the Xambesi Kiver - 
in the upper Niger lliver; in Lake Tchad:

The rag warehouse of Canett Broth- 


ers occupied No. 235 North Water street 
After the fire had burned fiercely for 
nearly an hour, during which time the 
upper portions of the structures named 
were destroyed, the firemen, while group- 
in the second floor of No. 239, stumbled 
over the charred body of a man. It was 
subsequently identified as that of John 
Sleyers, of No. 120 Callovvhill street, a 
brother of one of the firm, and who had 
been employed as foreman but one week. 
The Albion Print Works had stock val- 
ued at $50,000, which is destroyed. The 
building occupies the site of the building 
in which the great fire of July 9,1850, 
started, by which thirty lives were lost 
and over $2,000,000 worth of property • 
destroyed. 
It is now feared that there 


may be others besides Meyers who have 
been burned to death, as several are miss- 
ing. 
The loss in property will reach 


§150,000.
